that his essays may be laid before the judges 
in examination faultless: in diction,. style, 
and formation of characters! ‘These things’ 
attained, what more is there left to be 
desired? ‘ruth is aut the scholar’s goal. 

It is political preferment that he is in’ pur- 

suit of. No solid advance in real learning 
can be made by the Chinese until they are 
ready, at least in the cuse of those who * pres 
suing tu teach, to sacrifice every considera- 
tion of a different character ia the, in- 
terusts of what can be known and 
proven to‘be the truth. Another glaring 
defect of the present system of education is 
the extreme arrogance of Chinese scholar- 
ship. ‘The exaggeratéd estimate of the re 
spect dug to everything pertaining to Chi- 
nese literature produces’ and encourages’ a 
supercilious and stilted spirit among. its de- 
votees. Scraps of paper with written or: 
printed characters on, that through accident 
or carelessness have fallen'on the ground are. 
religiously recovered by paper-pickers, who 
accumulate merit by preventing thuse being 
trampled under foot, Books are reverenced 
and scholars are treated with a deference 
amounting to servility, ‘The man who can 


read and write these alniost sacred characters, 


isa sort of demi-god, whom ordinary human- 
ity was made to serve. The teacher main- 
tains this attitude of lofty superiority over 
his pupils. He is not their friend and’ 
helper; he is their ruler, for the time being; 
and they are his, abject servants. He is 
lofty, uncondescending, oracular. As a con- 
sequence he-makes no effort ‘to simplify his 
subject, to make it interesting, to make_ 
learning as’ easy as possible of acquisition. 
Rather the effort is to make it as difficult-as 
possible, so that all’ but the niost talented 
and brilliant may be speedily eliminated 
from the contest for governmental honours. 
‘The idea of a general diffusion of knowledge 
by means of-a helpful system of schools and

The world is. contracting to such an 
extent, the necessary intercommunications 
of the nations are becoming so varied and 
constant, that each is acquiring a right to 
make certain demands of the other. The 
vices and follies of each are a menace to all 
the others. Popular ignorance is degrad- 
ing and contaminating, and when the earth 
vets small enough the nation that tries, in 
the interests of a tyrannous rule, to keep 
knowledge from the common people will be 
made the subject of complaint by her neigh- 
buur nations. It is so to sonie extent to-day. 
It is this principle which is at the root of all 
(chinese exclusion acts by civilized countries. 
These are the protest of civilization against 
the, limitations that Chinese officialdam is 
putting Jon its‘ewn people. It will be in- 
creasingly so as ycars‘go on, China, which 
has had such a repiitation for popular 
education, has in fact no popular education 
atall, The theory of her system ignores 
altogether the whole population except the 


‘very small class of prospective officials. 


Female education is done away with at a sine 
‘There is no provision for it in the 
anal order. ‘I'he exceptional instances 
of it which do exist do so by.virtie of the 
Chinaman’s unusual faculty for inconsistency, 
in this case certainly allowing him occasion: 
ally a laudable «lgparture. for his traditions 
and the general practicg, of his countrymen, 
And of all the ‘men all that the system cares 
for is the education of the relatively few 
individuals who are to act as rulers. What 
liwle schooling the remainder get is of little 
value asa practical fitting for life duties, un- 
less an exception is made in the case of 
school-masters, who, as has been sifd, are 
asa rule disappointed or expectant candi- 
dates for. examination “honours. But who 
ever thinks of a Chinanian’s schooling mak- 
ing him a better business man, or farmer, of 
mechanic, or public-minded citizen? Such 
things are not contemplated by the Chinese 
system. Practically, therefore, the great 
industrial .and, jrading fraternities and the 
whole female sex are left out in the cold by 
this hoary and much over:praised system of 
educatiun, framed exclusively with reference 
to a privileged class. .You have, in conse: 
quence, a nation full of ignorant “wives, 
mothers and sisters ; ; where home life and 
home -training are conspicuously -absent ; 
where the worst that is in man comes un- 
checked to the surface, for lack of the res- 
training and refining influence of a chivalric 
instinct, which has found in woman, that 
which commands respect and love. There 
is, too, everywhere, an amazing amount of 
unfitness for the various occupations of life, 

Society has set low standards and the people 
do not rise above them, Society has prac: 

tically said that the art of ruling 1s the 
only one that requires to be taught. | Noth- 
ing else is of sufficient importance to require 
teaching., On every other subject,—on 
medicine, home-keeping, art, business, manu- 
facturing,-improvements, in fact’ everything 
belonging to the life of the common"people, 
it is assumed that sufficient knowledge. can 
be picked up incidentally, or by a: brief 
apprenticeship, to enable men to do them as 
well as they need to be done. Europe and 
America are engaged in a strenuous effort to | 
fit, by well adapted-editcational methods, the 
masses who must work for a living to do 
their work in the best and most efficient 
way, and with most profit to themselves. 
The exclusion acts, viewed from one side, 
are a willing sacrifice of the rich and power- 
ful employers of labour in the interests of the 
labourer, protecting him against adebasingly 
cheap scale of wages, wilh all the material 
and moral loss that grinding poverty entails. 
In China the poor masses of working mea 
are left to shift’ for themselves... Can: we 
wonder that along all these lines of popular 
prosperity China is to-day so tar behind the 
rest'of the'world ?- And it will continue to 
be so just so lung as she narrows the scope 
of her education to a few picked men who |

‘Small though .t}e community of Macao be, 
itis perhaps second-to nove ‘in the East in its 
enthusiasm for genuine “sport”, especially of 
th t description which takes its devotees across 
the trails in the muddy. fields of Chinese terri- 
‘ory not many miles beyond the boundaries of 
Macao.
